THE CHESS CODE. 


A Novelty In Telegraphy Which Will Inter- 


est Iiovors of tho Game. 


As a novelty In modern telegraphy 


•which will possess special interest for 
chess players, the new international 
chess code for cable purposes is worthy 
of critical examination. It will bo 
seen that tho chess board is systemati- 
cally marked oft with a consonant and 
vowel on each square. A cabalistic 
word-like gogoseso simply indicates 
that the piece on go moves to go, 
which is neither more nor loss than P 
to K 4 for white and tho same move for 
black. By this method two moves arc 
included in tho one word, whereas by 
tho regular chess notation it often re 
quires five words for a single move.

The whole country 
surrounding Is In a high state ot excite- 
ment, and nearly all the persons connect- 
ed in the shooting had iudictmente stand- 
ing against them in both States, among 
those indicted being Prank Phillips and 
John Totes, formerly deputy sherifle of 
Pike County. The Hatfielda and McCoys 
have intermarried to such an extent that 
each faction has friends of both names on 
both sides of the river.
